Bust worth 
nearly $1M 

O Largest bust in city by ALERT team under Victims Restitution 
and Compensation Act O Unit targets organized crime in province 


Edmonton streets will have 10 
fewer kilograms of cocaine on 
them thanks to an Easter week¬ 
end bust by Alberta Law Enforce¬ 
ment Response Team’s (ALERT) 
Combined Forces Special Enforce¬ 
ment Unit. 

The $500,000 worth of drugs, 
along with $478,000 in cash and 
two vehicles taken from a city 
garage, together mark the largest 
bust by the CFSEU Edmonton, said 
police. 

“You don’t do this unless you 
are involved in organized crime,” 
said Insp. Kevin Galvin of the spe¬ 
cial forces unit. 

He said the seizure carried out 
on Easter Sunday in the city was 
the result of a three-month inves¬ 
tigation, and “old fashioned police 
work.” 

Galvin said the pair had been 
given a lot of trust within their

crime organization, which he did 
not name, adding the seizure indi¬ 
cates their posts were “middle 
management.”

The large amount of drugs 
translates to only about one per 
cent of what’s still up for sale on 
the city’s streets, said Galvin.

from Ontario to go to uni¬ 
versity here. 

“1 support the Green 
party but 1 realize the 
chance of electing some¬ 
one here is remote,” said 
Laycock. 

Gerry Kirk created his 
Pair Vote site for the 2008 
election and was surprised 
at how popular the 
prospect of swapping votes 
was. 


“Our voting system 
doesn’t reflect the inter¬ 
ests of voters,” said Kirk, 
who’s based in Sault Ste. 
Marie, Ont. 

The site connects vot¬ 
ers, especially those in 
“swing” ridings where the 
party with a seat could rea¬ 
sonably shift. 

Kirk estimates that 
about six million votes 
cast across the country are 
wasted on parties that 
aren’t the most popular in 
their ridings.

The phenomenon of the 
vote mob began in Guelph, 
Ont., and has been spread¬ 


ing across the country as 
the May 2 vote approaches. 
Hundreds of students and 
youth have been gathering 
and marching, waving fiags 
and signs that say they do 
vote, and encouraging oth¬ 
ers to do the same. 

Another event had been 
organized to march from 
the Alberta legislature 
grounds to city hall, but 
Khinda said they decided to 
join forces. 

According to Elections 
Canada, only 37.4 per cent 
of ehgible voters aged 18 to 
24 marked a ballot in 2008. 

“Currently, the most un¬ 
derrepresented in our polit¬ 
ical system are citizens 
aged 18 to 25,” said Khinda. 


Labour groups across the 
Prairies gathered in 
marches or at ceremonies 
Thursday as part of a Na¬ 
tional Day of Mourning to 
remember workers killed 
or injured on the job. 

Some also took the 
chance to criticize provin¬ 
cial efforts on workplace 
safety and to press for 
more action to protect em¬ 
ployees.

NAIT students are ciying 
foul about a proposal that 
would increase recreation 
fees by over 300 per cent. 

The change is due to go 
before the post-secondaiy 
school’s board of governors 
next week, and would see 
the mandatoiy athletics 
and recreation fee spike 
from $43 to $140. 

“We are pa 3 dng for first- 
class and getting coach,” 
said NAIT Students Associa¬ 
tion’ president-elect Govind 
Pillai. “We are adamantly 
opposed for a number of 
reasons.” 

Pillai said students were 
not consulted, and he 
hopes the fee will be rene¬ 
gotiated. 

“We are looking for a 
number that works,” said

Pillai. “They are trying to 
set a dangerous precedent 
by reaching into our pock¬ 
ets by way of a non-academ¬ 
ic fee. We might as well call 
it tuition.” 

Ruth Juliebo, spokesper¬ 
son for NAIT, said students 
get plenty for their sports- 
fee buck, citing a full-ice 
arena, indoor track, diving 
pool and beach-volleyball 
courts complete with sand 
— which is unique to NAIT. 

“At the end of the day, 
we really needed to get on 
par with other institutions," 
said Juliebo. 

She said the hike of near¬ 
ly $100 per student will on¬ 
ly cover 30 per cent of the 
sports’ operating costs, es¬ 
pecially with additional

It was May 4, 1984, and 
Pope John Paul II was visit¬ 
ing Sorok Island off South 
Korea, a one-time leper 
colony where several hun¬ 
dred people with the disfig¬ 
uring disease were 
receiving care. 

Arturo Mari was there, 
as he was on all the pon¬ 
tiff’s trips, a silent witness 
to almost every papal audi¬ 
ence, mass, vacation and 
dinner party, public or pri¬ 
vate. 

As the pope’s personal 
photographer, Mari had 
nearly unrestricted access 
to John Paul’s 27-year papa¬ 
cy, and his verdict as the 
pontiff’s beatification ap¬ 
proaches is unwavering: 
He was a living saint. 

The protocol that day in 
1984 called for John Paul to 
enter the Sorok pavilion 
where the patients were 
gathered, give a brief 
speech on the meaning of 
suffering, then leave. But 
after surveying the scene, 
John Paul brushed aside a 
cardinal who tried to speed 
him along, and set to work. 

He proceeded to touch 



each and eveiy single one 
of them, Mari said. 

“For me he was a man of 
God,” the 71-year-old Mari 
said in an interview this 
week inside his apartment 
just steps from the Vatican. 

“I can guarantee you he 
was a living saint, because 
ever54hing I could see with 
my eyes, hear with my 
ears, you cannot believe 
that this man could do so 
much.” 

On Sunday, Pope Bene¬ 
dict XVI will beatify John

Across the heavily Ro¬ 
man Cathohc country, the 
faithful are voicing joy and 
pride as Sunday’s beatifica¬ 
tion of Polish-bom Pope 
John Paul II draws closer. 

Now many here repeat a 
common refrain: that the 
beatification is largely a for- 
mahty because they already 
consider their native son 
the hohest of men. Beatifi¬ 
cation is the last formal 
step before possible saint¬ 
hood, and many in Poland 
hope that the fast beatifica¬ 
tion will be followed by a 
speedy canonization as 


well. 

“For us, in fact, the Holy 
Father was already a saint 
during his lifetime, and af¬ 
ter his death even more,” 
said Ewa Filipiak, the may¬ 
or of Wadowice, the small 
town in southern Poland 
where Karol Wojtyla, the 
future pope, was bom. 

Warsaw Archbishop Kaz- 
imierz Nycz this week 
called the beatification a 
historic moment and pre¬ 
dicted that the late pontiff 
will go down in histoiy as 
“Pope John Paul II the 
Great.” Nycz did not ex¬ 
pand on that idea, but the 
title “the Great” is usually 


designated for popes wor¬ 
thy of sainthood, such as 
Gregory the Great and Leo 
the Great. 

“I am convinced the 
pope did a lot for people 
across the world during his 
papacy,” said Magdalena 
Chmielewska, a 50-year-old 
librarian who boarded a 
Rome-bound bus from a 
Warsaw church Wednes¬ 
day. 

Many Poles credit the 
late John Paul for his role in 
inspiring Lech Walesa’s Sol¬ 
idarity movement, a cata¬ 
lyst in the toppling of 
communism in Poland.

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Aging population 
concerns China 


O Reduced growth due to country’s one-child policy in urban areas 
O Policy first introduced in 1980 to curb surging population 


China’s population is ag¬ 
ing rapidly, the govern¬ 
ment said Thursday, 
though its leaders are re¬ 
fusing to relax strict family 
planning controls that are 
part of the cause. 

The results of a national 
census conducted late last 
year show the proportion 
of elderly people in the 
country of 1.34 billion 
jumped, while that of 
young people plunged 
sharply. 

The census gives a “by 


the numbers” snapshot of 
the world-changing demo¬ 
graphic shifts underway in 
China in the past decade, 
as economic reforms raise 
living standards and pull 
more people off farms into 
the cities while families 
shrink and the population 
ages. 

China’s rapid aging has 
fuelled worries over how 
long the country will be 
able to sustain its high eco¬ 
nomic growth, as fewer 
young people are available 


to work in factories and 
build the roads that trans¬ 
formed it into the world’s 
second biggest economy 
after the United States. 

The census results show 
that people aged 60 and 
older comprise 13.3 per 
cent of the population, up 
nearly three percentage 
points from 2000. 

People age 14 and 
younger accounted for 
16.6 per cent, down 6.3 
percentage points from a 
decade ago. 


Ma Jiantang, commis¬ 
sioner of the National Bu¬ 
reau of Statistics, told 
reporters that while the 
population is aging nation¬ 
wide, the trend is more 
pronounced in coastal and 
developed areas where the 
population is large and 
land is relatively scarce. 

The results also showed 
that 49.7 per cent of the 
population now lives in 
cities, up from about 36 
per cent 10 years ago.

SUBJECT OF UN REPORT 


A United Nations report 
that gives credence to al¬ 
legations of human 
rights abuses during the 
bloody end of Sri Lanka’s 
civil war has given some 
victims’ families hope 
for justice, while others 
say it comes too late. 

The three-member 
panel of experts says 
there are credible re¬ 
ports that serious human 
rights violations — in¬ 
cluding possible war 
crimes and crimes 
against humanity — 
were committed by both 
the government and 
Tamil Tiger rebels in the 
last months of the 
decades-long war. 

Tens of thousands of 
ethnic Tamil civilians 


perished simply from be¬ 
ing caught in the fight¬ 
ing, says the report 
released Tuesday. It urges 
UN Secretary General 
Ban Ki-moon to immedi¬ 
ately investigate the 
claims.

Gadhafi forces unload 
gunfire, refugees killed

Moammar Gadhafi’s 
forces shelled the rebel- 
held city of Misrata Thurs¬ 
day, killing nine people. 
Regime supporters and op¬ 
ponents battled on anoth¬ 
er front in western Libya 
for control of a crossing 
point along the Tunisian 
border, killing refugees as 
they fled. 

Rockets and other ar¬ 
tillery fire slammed into 
Misrata’s western Garara 
neighbourhood, sending 
up deadly showers of 
shrapnel. At the city’s Hik- 
ma hospital, relatives 
shouting “God is great” 
collected the dead, each 
with the word “mavtyv” 
written in black marker 
on their white funeral 
shrouds. 

The two-month battle 
has wrecked swaths of 
Libya’s third-largest city 
and prompted dire warn¬ 
ings of a humanitarian cri¬ 
sis. 

Gadhafi’s best trained 
forces are battling fiercely 
to try to uproot rebel 
fighters from their only 
major stronghold in the 


western half of Libya, 
which is home to the gov¬ 
ernment’s power centres 
and the capital, Tripoli. 

“Everything was nor¬ 
mal and nothing was go¬ 
ing on, and then all of a 
sudden these missiles 
came down and exploded 
in our neighbourhood,” 


said 46-year-old Ali al- 
Ghoul, who was leaving a 
mosque when five rockets 
struck nearby 

In fighting along the 
Tunisian border, control of 
the Dehiba crossing point 
was switching between 
the two sides Thursday.

A convicted sex offender

Buddhist priests burned in¬ 
cense and chanted Thurs¬ 
day for Japan’s tsunami 
victims, marking the 49th 
day since the disaster and 
closing the period when 
the dead were believed to 
be wandering restlessly 
through destroyed home¬ 
towns. 

About 1,200 mourners 
filled a hall to overfiowing, 
with many standing out¬ 
side a gate, for a ceremony 
organized by 170 priests in 
the northeastern town of 
Soma, where much of the 
coast remains buried in 
mountains of debris from 
the March 11 earthquake 
and tsunami. 

Many carried framed 
photographs of lost loved

ones and wept. Some 
clutched wooden tablets 
containing Buddhist names 
assigned to the dead to 
help them find their way 
into their next phase of ex¬ 
istence. 

“There are people lost at 
the bottom of the sea who 
will never be found. But 
this is the day they become 
Buddhas. We pray for 
them all, and for all sen¬ 
tient beings,” Buddhist 


priest Kojin Sato said. 

Overall, the quake and 
tsunami is believed to 
have killed nearly 26,000 
people, though only about 
14,500 bodies have been 
found. 

Kiyoshi Sakurai fears 
that will be the case with 
his elder brother, missing 
since the disaster. 

“It’s very difficult be¬ 
cause we couldn’t have a 
proper funeral. But this 
gives us some feeling of 
closure,” Sakurai said, 
clutching a blurry photo of 
his brother. 

“It was comforting to 
have so many priests come 
to pray for our relatives,” 
he said. 

Many Japanese share 


Buddhist beliefs with the 
native Japanese religion of 
Shinto, which worships 
spirits in nature and dead 
ancestors. Virtually all 
rites related to death are 
Buddhist, and in many 
Japanese schools of Bud¬ 
dhist thought, the dead 
wander near their homes 
for 49 days before heading 
into their next stage of ex¬ 
istence on the 50th day.

Canadians 
like to watch 

O Online video consumption surged 
by 37 per cent in past six months 
O Netflix is likely to boost numbers 


Canadians are the world’s 
most voracious consumers 
of online video, viewing 
far more videos, for far 
longer, than web surfers in 
other countries, measure¬ 
ment firm comScore re¬ 
ports. 

Last month alone, 22.5 
million unique Canadian 
users watched 5.6 billion 
online videos for 388 mil¬ 
lion hours of viewing. That 
averages out to about 251 
videos per user and 17.2 
hours of viewing. 

And those numbers 
don’t account for video 
streaming through Netflix, 
which launched in Canada 
in late September and has 
amassed 800,000 paying 
customers. 

According to com- 
Score’s data for March, 


about 90 per cent of Cana¬ 
dian Internet users 
watched some online 
video last month, com¬ 
pared to 81 per cent in the 
U.K., 83 per cent in France 
and 84 per cent in Ger¬ 
many and the LJ.S. 

Web users aged two 
through 24 were extreme¬ 
ly engaged, with 94 per 
cent having watched some 
online video. Users over 65 
were less likely to have 
watched online video but 
by only a few percentage 
points, at 86 per cent. 

ComScore spokesman 
Andres Palmiter said Fri¬ 
day’s live streaming of the 
royal wedding could spur 
more web surfers into be¬ 
coming regular online 
video watchers.

McDonald’s recent hiring 
day in Canada was an un¬ 
qualified success, with 
20,000 to 25,000 applicants 
showing up for roughly 
4,000 jobs across the coun¬ 
try, says Len Jillard, the 
company’s senior vice-pres¬ 
ident, people resources, 
and chief people officer. 

The number far exceed¬ 
ed expectations, Jillard 
said. “Our target was to 


have 10,000 applications.” 

The Canadian arm of the 
world’s best-known fast 
food chain picked up on 
the idea of a hiring day 
from south of the border, 
but Jillard insists it wasn’t 
because McDonald’s has 
trouble finding people. 

“We thought that rather 
than each individual 
restaurant or operator do¬ 
ing their thing, because we 


hire 365 days a year ... let’s 
collectively put our efforts 
together and create a real 
awareness around it in 
terms of what we do offer.” 

Fast food jobs have long 
had a bad reputation, but 
they remain a staple for 
students who have little or 
no work experience.

ATHENS. The World 
Health Organization 
will give Greek Prime 
Minister George Papan- 
dreou a World No Tobac¬ 
co Day award for 
passing anti-smoking 
legislation in Greece — 
a country where the 
new smoking ban is 
largely ignored. 

Papandreou’s govern¬ 
ment introduced the 
ban last September, out¬ 
lawing smoking in 
enclosed public areas in 
the third attempt by 
Greek authorities to 
crack down on smoking 
in recent years. 

Those caught violat¬ 
ing the new law face 
fines of between $74 US 
and $740, while 
businesses can be fined 
between $740 and about 
$14,800. 

But the ban is openly 
flouted, and people 
light up freely in bars, 
cafes and restaurants. 
Even some public offices 
are not immune in a 
country where, accord¬ 
ing to a European Com¬ 
mission survey 
published in 2009, 42 
per cent of people older 
than the age of 15 
smoke.

mission of guilt 

“It’s pretty hard, we did 
have three release dates 
and they were all can¬ 
celled, so this is the win¬ 
ner,” Foster said 
Wednesday, referring to 
the new date.

I can’t help but say 
I can’t quite believe that I 
got to make a movie and 
I’m always amazingly 
grateful and in awe of 
that.” 

Foster, who co-starred 
with Gibson in 1994’s Mav¬ 
erick, praised the 55-year- 
old O scar-winner for a 
“spectacular” performance 
in the new film. 

“I’m so grateful for Mel’s 
performance, it’s just such 
a gift to a director,” said 
Foster, the Canadian press

O Eric Ladin dishes on his role as campaign manager in AMC’s The Killing

After the success of Mad 
Men, Breaking Bad and 
The Walking Dead, it 
seemed like AMC could do 
no wrong, so there was a 
great deal of pressure on 
its newest series The 
Killing. But after just five 
episodes it seems AMC has 
another hit, both with the 
critics and the viewers. 

For those who have not 
jumped on yet. The Killing 
follows the investigation 
of the murder of a teenage 
girl through the eyes of 
the police, the victim’s 
family and the municipal 
election campaign. 

Actor Eric Ladin, who is 
no stranger to quality ca¬ 


ble dramas after his stints 
on Mad Men and Big Love, 
plays Jamie Wright, the 
campaign manager of 
Seattle mayoral hopeful 
Darren Richmond (Billy 
Campbell). 

Ladin spoke to Metro 
while in Vancouver shoot¬ 
ing the last few episodes of 
the first season. 

“Jamie and Darren have 
quite a bit of history to¬ 
gether,” Ladin said. “The 
relationship can be a little 
bit precarious for Jamie be¬ 
cause of that history. He 
has to be honest and blunt 
with Darren even through 
they are friends.” 

In the most recent 
episode Jamie got to show 
off some of his dirtier po¬ 
litical skills by infiltrating 


his opponent’s camp to 
find a mole in the Rich¬ 
mond campaign. Ladin 
said that he read several 
books written by political 
operatives and campaign 
managers as research for 
the role. He even spoke to 
some of the authors to get 
more insight. 

“There was one opera¬ 
tive that 1 did mold the 
character after but it’s a 
name that 1 would rather 
not say, only because I’m 
not sure he would be OK 
with the comparison,” 
Ladin said, adding that he 
watched plenty of The 
West Wing as well. 

The murder investiga¬ 
tion that is at the heart of 
The Killing is tied to the 
Richmond campaign be¬ 


cause the body of the vic¬ 
tim was found in a stolen 
campaign car. Ladin ad¬ 
mits that Jamie sees the in¬ 
vestigation “as a pain in 
his ass,” but he is smart 
enough to use it to his ad¬ 
vantage. 

“Jamie is so good at tak¬ 
ing a situation that is a 
negative or a death blow 
to a campaign ... and spin¬ 
ning it back against the 
other side,” he said. 

Ladin was coy about de¬ 
tails for a second season of 
the show and if Jamie 
would be around for that, 
but is excited for that pos¬ 
sibility. 

The Killing airs Sundays 
on AMC at 10 p.m EST. To 
catch up on earlier 
episodes go to amctv.com.

O 5 things to know about baseball 


The baseball. What is it 
about the little circular ob¬ 
ject that drives men to try 
to hit it eveiy spring? In 
his insightful and enter¬ 
taining book. The Baseball: 
Stunts, Scandals, and Se¬ 
crets Beneath the Stitches, 
author Zack Hample 
shares the secrets behind 
everyone’s favourite 
stitched orb. 

1 Throughout the ma¬ 
jor and minor 
leagues, eveiy game- 
used ball gets rubbed 
with mud to reduce the 
slickness and glare. The 
mud comes from a top-se¬ 
cret location off a tributary 
of the Delaware River in 
southern New Jersey. It 
then gets mixed with spe¬ 
cial ingredients and sells 
for $33 US a pound. 

2 Several players have 
attempted to catch 
baseballs dropped 
from great heights. 
In 1926 Babe Ruth snagged 
one that was tossed from 
an airplane flying 250 feet 
above an army aviation 
field. The record belongs 
to Cubs Hall of Fame catch¬ 
er Gabby Hartnett, who in 
1930 grabbed a ball that 
was dropped from a blimp 
800 feet high. 

3 Baseballs used to be 
so scarce that one 
ball had to last for 
the entire game, and 
the winning team got to 
keep it. 

Fans who caught foul 
balls were expected to re¬ 
turn them, and until 1886, 
if a ball went missing, the 
game was delayed while 
the players went looking 
for it. 



4 Charlie Sheen really 
likes baseballs. In 
1992, he paid 
$93,500 US for the 
famous ball that trickled 
through Bill Buckner’s legs 
in the 1986 World Series. 
(At the time, that was the 
most that anyone had ever 
spent on a baseball.) Four 
years later. Sheen pur¬ 
chased the entire left field 
pavilion at an Angels game 
— 2,615 seats in all — to 
increase his odds of snag¬ 
ging a home run ball. It 
didn’t work, and he went 
home empty-handed. 

5 Eveiy major league 
baseball gets 

stamped with invisi¬ 
ble ink at the Rawl¬ 
ings factory in Turrialba, 
Costa Rica. 

It’s part of an extensive 
quality control system, 
and some of the stamps 
survive the cleaning sol¬ 
vent that gets applied at 
the end of the manufactur¬ 
ing process. Check out 
some baseballs under a 
black light and see for 
yourself

Traditionally, British cui¬ 
sine means unfassy dishes 
made with local ingredi¬ 
ents and simple sauces.

for breakfast or afternoon 
tea and scones. 

Bubble and Squeak 

Named for the sound it 
makes while it’s cooking. 
Bubble and Squeak is a 
breakfast hash of sorts de¬ 
signed to use leftovers 
from the previous nights’ 
boiled dinners. 

If you don’t have left¬ 
over veggies, simply boil 
them until tender. 

Preparation: 

I ln non-stick skillet cook 
sausage over medium- 
high heat for 6 to 8 min¬ 
utes or until well 
browned. Using slotted 
spoon, remove meat 
from pan and reserve.
